Would oar oontomporary be 
Borpristd to lonrn Ibut Ibis dreadlQl Bid 
la to the precise lorms of an Ontario 
Aet ? We do not wish to bo uudcrfltood 
Bi blindly endorBlog every Ontario 
Act ; but tho fiiet tluU tho cnnclment 
ot BUch a law in lUat Provineo has been 
tho robuli of long years ot experionce 
and expeiiraont, may well bo accepted 
as a guarantee that it is not of uuoh 
a monBtrouB, swindling character as 
onr conlomjiorary would hiivo tho 
tbe public think. Wo do not mean to 
say that the mcaturo was uHoytther 
Ireo from ol jQclionas it c^ime down froui 
the Executive, it would probably Le 
better tbat each of tho parties to aoj 
dispute about tho value of any property
